Hiked 70% in 
Only Five Years

Little Rock, July 2 — (UP) — 


A private research agency report- 
ed today that Arkansas's state pay- 
roll increased more than 70 per 
cent during the past five years. 


In its monthly bulletin, the Ar- 


kansas Public Expenditure Coun- 
cil said that the taxpayers paid 
salaries t o t a 1 i n g $1,114,190 in 
March, 1949,- compared with $646,- 
213 in March, 1944. 


The increase, the council said,' 


was caused by a 30 per cent hike 
in the number of employes on the 
payroll, and by a 30 per cent raise 
in the average salary being paid. 


The council reported it found 7,- 


47C persons being paid by the state 
in March of this year compared 
with 5,575 five years ago. The 1949 
total included 5,593 full-time em- 
ployes and 1,833 part-time workers.
